Brooklyn  Correspondence. 

Brooklyn,  April  18,  1888. 

Every  thing  under  the  sun  seems 
to  be  undergoing  investigation.  Pol¬ 
itics,  business  schemes  anil  enter¬ 
prises  are  being  overhauled  somewhat 
after  the  manner  of  a  Spring  cleaning. 
The  analogy  will  probably  hold  good 
in  every  particular,  for  after  a  little 
sudsing  and  brushing  off,  the  things 
will  all  be  put  back  in  about  the  same 
places,  and  all  will  go  on  as  before.

to  Swedenborg  has  contributed  the 
practical  spiritual  literature  of  the  age. 
But  Miss  Phelps  is  said  not  only  to 
slirink  from  the  characterization,  but 
to  stoutly  deny  that  she  has  any  aflili 
ation  with  the  theory  even.  Well, 
perhaps  she  hasn’t,  but  what  in  the 
name  of  common  sense  do  her  books 
mean  and  teach,  especially  “The 
Gates  Between,”  which  is  the  very 
compressed  essence  of  spiritualism 
There  is  said  to  be  a  medium  in  this 
city  who  has  received  an  invitation 
from  Queen  Victoria  through  the  high 
Lord  Chamberlain  or  some  other 
mighty  official  to  visit  London  for  the 
purpose  of  materializing  the  Princess 
Alice.  That  sounds  awfully  bald — 
yes,  worse  than  that,  it  seems  impious, 
bui  this' is  what  the  medium  claims  to 
have  accomplished  in  her  house  on 
Bedford  avenue.  The  cause  of  the 
invitation  is  said  to  be  a  jvicture  of  the 
Princess  which  the  medium  claimed 
to  have  photogi  aphtxl  from  a  material 
ization,  and  which  was  sent  to  her 
majesty.

Malted  milk  is  not  at  all  expensive, 
and  where  there  is  great  debility,  and 
a  real  inability  to  digest  and  assimi¬ 
late  ordinary  food,  all  solids  should  be 
omitted  for  a  few  days  or  until  the 
tone  is  restored,  and  my  jierscription 
will  do  it.
